DYNAMITE AHJO BARBED WIRE. 


Road* to Santiago Guarded by Them. 


Methods of Defonse. 


Kingston, June 28.—EVery by-path 


leading into city of Santiago has been 
jmined with dynamite by the Spanish 
teoldiers under the direction of General 
Linares. This' information was con- 
tained in a letter from Santiago received 
by a Cuban now in Kingston. His cor- 
frespondent added that the Spanish of- 
ficers expeot to do enormous damage by 
[this system of mines. If they succeed in 
carrying out their plans, they will an- 
nihilate the advance divisions of the 
(Ajnerican and Cuban armies when the 
assault upon Santiago begins. 


The guns of the American army now 


look down on Santiago, if the siege 
guns were here they could easily Bhoot 
Into the city Itself, for from this emin- 
ence, just over the Rio Guama, thein- 
.trenchmenta of General Linares are so 
near that we can see the buttons shine 
on the officers' uniforms, and the city 
'Itself is not much more than four miles 
away. 


Cubans who have come out of tha city 


«f Santiago report a condition of panio 
there. They say the Spanish troops are 
affected and are ready to run. The 
wildest stories are out as to the size of 
the American army and Its armament. 
The general belief Is that General Shaf- 
jUr has between 40,000 and 50,000 men, 
with great guns of tremendous range and 
power, dynamite throwers of miraculous I 
destructive force and war balloons, 
which drop liquid fire and desolation 
.from the clouds. General Wheeler was 
eager to take advantage of this panicky 
feeling and make a bold dash at tha 
enemy—barbed wire, rifle pits, batteries, 
machine guns and all. Most of'the of- 
ficers on this figrhtinr line were praying 
(that Wheeler's idea would prevail; but 
Shafter said "No/' and a vary deter- 
mjned "No" It was, too. 


Barbed wlrs is a new feature in war-

London, JlHie 28.—The Madrid corre- 


(spondent of The Daily Telegraph says: 
"Spain is in a state of ferment, of tran- 
sition without parallel during the present 
century. Troubles of the gravest kind 
are brewing all over the provinces. 
Every political and nodal institution is 
threatened In turn, and the least nerv- 
ous among far-sighted politicians appre- 
hend a complete debacle. 


"Inconceivable as it may seem, the 


majority of Spaniards have no interest 
In the war, and even display a wllling- 
,;ness to forget the past and to endeavor 
to rub -*along without 
colonies. The 


statesmen responsible for the loss of the 
colonies are utterly reckless, and the In- 
difference to the people's ruin mani- 
fested by the governing and upper mid- 
dle classes is probably unparalleled in 
history. Hunger and misery are making 
.'themselves felt throughout the'country. 
There will soon be 35,000 unemployed In 
Oatalonia and everywhere else there are 
stellar accounts of distress, going from 
bad to worse day by day. 


"The government Is plainfully con- 


eclous and is now taking miergetlc 
measures, but all of these are of a 
coercive character. Troops which might 
have successfully defended the Philip- 
pines are being massed at all the centers 
where starvation protests are likely to 
assume an aggressive form; while money 
is being wasted on warships that will 
jnever fire a shot. The press expects to 
be gagged, but it unanimously declares 
that no amount of coercion and no de- 
gree of dictatorial despotism will hinder 
the country from rising and manifesting 
its win."

TREASURE 


HUNTERS IN ALASKAN WILDS. 


Tramping Oral Mountain* of Xca on the 


W»y to ttk* Copper Blver Country—A 
Btorm Among the GUcltiri—Stern JU*jf 
ntJKMnce'nnd Bemuty of the Seen*.

ON THE GiuAcnsKS, Alaska, April 28. 


•—One of the mfcsfc disheartening under- 
takings in the trip to tho gold regions 
of the Copper river country is the jour- 
ney across the glaciers. In the hard- 
ships presented here the terrors of Chil- 
koot ore surpassed. 
"The Dyean trail is 


steeper perhaps. It is full of dangers. 
Tho work is hard, but there is only 
about six miles" of real hard work. On 
both sides of that > almost insurmount- 
able colossus the trip to the bead of nav- 
igation is comparatively clear sailing. 
That trip can1, be accomplished in days. 
This requires weeks. People -who land- 
ed atValdes last fall are yet only to the 
Jake beyond these great blue oceans of 
ice.The distance over the glaciers Is 
about 30 miles. They are miles of hard- 
ship, privation and suffering. You

cannot appreciate them until you are 
fairly on them, as I am. The glaciers' 
summit is about 5,000 feet above tho 
sea level and it is reached by five abrupt 
steps. These steps or "benches" aro 
miles apart and almost perpendicular. 
The average height of these benches is 
250 feet and there is a gradual rise from 
the top of one bench to the foot of the 
other. Goods haVe to be packed on your 
back unless parties club together and 
yank goods up by means of block and 
tackle. If a person could get goods from 
cache to cache and bench to bench in 
one trip, the journey would be robbed 
of some of its terrors, or, to put it more 
correctly, of some of its dull, grind- 
ing toil. But to make a mile a person 
has to walk 20. It is impossible to 
carry more than 200 pounds on a sled. 
When the cache is reached and your 
sled unloaded, then you retrace your 
steps for another load. 
"When night 


comes, you are exhausted. When morn- 
ing comes, your bones ache. There is no 
rest. 


Storms bring rest. Once fairly on the 


glaciers and the storms often prevent 
you frssn leaving your leaky tent, some- 
times for days. Last week we were 
camped on the top of the third bench. 
Saturday one of the icy gales which 
sweep the summit of the glacier almost 
continually blew down over the glaciers, 
carrying a fine sleet. We were unable to 
leave our tent, and all that night we 
were uncertain just what moment the 
tent would be torn from over our heads. 
We were more fortunate than some. It 
did not blow away, but the gale kept 
up all day Sunday. Luckily our sup- 
plies were cached on the opposite side 
of the trail, and we had brought plenty 
of wood. Water was easily obtained by 
melting blocks of ice chopped out of the 
glacier. This is the only way to get it, 
and wood has to be hauled from the cot- 
tbnwood forest near the landing. On 
Monday the storm abated and camp was 
moved 12 miles to the foot of the fourth 
bench. Ifc/was a tiresome journey. 


We started at 8 o'clock. At noon we 


reached Five Mile camp, where about 
100 tents were pitched. There we ate 
sandwiches of biscuit and cold bacon 
washed down with water carried in a 
bottle. Every one carries his bottle out 
here. You get dry often, and water is a 
scarce article on the trail. There is no 
means of thawing snow or ico while 
you are on the move. When we started 
out, the fourth bench seemed only an 
eighth of a mile away. At noon it look- 
ed no nearer 
A long line of miners, 


dogs and horses, all drawing sleds, were 
atmng out over the winding trail be- 
hind us. To tho left towered frowning 
mountains. 


It is snowing again. The clouds 


which untii now had Circled the moun- 
tains or extended along them have set- 
tled down upon us. Yonder a bank of 
them nestles among the mountain peass 
like an ocean of cotton. In front of us 
at 4 o'clock rises another bench of gla- 
cier. It is a marvelous scene. Imagine 
tho Niagara, in tumbling over the rocks 
above Buffalo, suddenly frozen into a 
mighty wall of ice and the water above 
and below it turned to ice. This would 
give some idea of what these ice benches 
look like. Sometimes th&y rise before 
yon in terraces, at other tlmea they look 
tumbled and tossed and jagged, as if 
turned to »ca suddenly and •wunouo 
warning during a mighty rush of wa- 
ters down tha canyon. They surround 
these grand mountain peaks on every 
eide and in every direction, and no ono 
knows how far they extend. This region 
has never been explored, and the mouth 
of the Copper river is blocked by them, 
while the great falls near the month of 
the stream make the accent of the 
stream all tho more difficult.

Out and in among the 


He Does Not Fear the Cold and Is round 


Even In th* Arctic Region. 


In St. Nicholas there is an article on 


"The Bumblebee," written by Barney 
Hoskin Standlsh. Mr. Standlsh says: 


This chunky, hairy, noisy fellow is king 


of the cold. He stays with us summer 
and winter and Is said to prefer the arctic 
region to the tropics. I do not doubt this, 
for he will sleep out of doors any cold 
night of spring or fall without asking for 
an extra blanket. Indeed, he Is homeless 
for nine or ten months of the year, lodg- 
ing wherever night overtakes him. on a 
blossom, a leaf and.sven upon the ground. 
If he has any choice in the matter I think 
he prefers tho thistle, where the spines arc 
thickest. Perhaps he is aware that these 
stingers will guard him from the skunk 
and the snake while his own are in a body 
stiffened by cold and drowsy with sleep. 


There are three kinds of bumblebees 
reared in a nest/~-<ttieens, drones and work- 
;rs. The queens alone Survive the winter. 
They apparently spend the first few weeks 
of spring waiting for red clover to bloom, 
the first blossom of which is the signal for 
nest building. Before this they vliit the 
willows, hum a soft bass about the lilacs, 
tbj-ust their long tongue^ Into the honey- 
suckles and grow fat at the exhauatless 
honey jars of the water-leaf, and then the 
play day ends and labor begins. 


Naet building with them does not mean 


nest construction. One bee alone could 
not well do that. Besides she is in a big,

she goes, hunting perhaps for the aban- 
doned nest of a field mouse. It will be re- 
membered that these little animals build 
upon the surface of the ground soft nests 
of grasses, In which they winter. From 
these they have runways leading Ja differ' 
ent directions. The bee goes down into 
the deat grass, scrambling on as best she 
may, until she finds oae of these runways, 
following it up to the nest. If it is occu- 
pied, she goes elsewhere; if not, the moqse 
nest straightway becomes a bee's nest and 
the little creature begins her preparations 
for housekeeping. 


She now collects a mass of pollen In 


which to deposit an egg. As the egg 
hatches and the baby bee grows she keeps 
this mass moistened with honey, and he 
helps himsell, eating out a cavity larger 
than a white bean. In this he spins a com- 
plete coooon. When this is done, he takes 
a long nap, in which he changes from a 
grub Into a bumblebee, with wings and 
legs. Meantime the parent removes the 
thin coating of pollen from the upper half 
of tho. coooon and apparently spreads a 
yellow secretion or varnish upon It, as if 
to keep out moisture. She is also now 
busy collecting more pollen and laying 
eggs In It and constructing a rude cell or 
two In which to place honey, as if for a 
rainy day. The first bees that hatch are 
worker bees, and at this time are downy, 
pale and babyllke in appearance and be- 
havior. 
In later summer queens and 
drones are raised.

much loss brought to the gallows. 
Whatever the crimes of which they are 
convicted, women are sent to the con- 
rents set apart for this purpose and oro 
kept there as long as (ho judge deter- 
mines. 


The ladies superior have practically 


a free hand ever their charges and re- 
ceive from (he government sevenpence a 
day for each criminal tinder their care. 
At Neadorf convent, which receives all 
the female offender! from Vienna, there 
is nothing in the appearance Of the 
place to suggest a prison. 


The courtyard stands open all day 


long, with only a nun as a doorkeeper. 
Once inside, all the convicts are on tho 
same footing. They are employed in the 
domestic work of the convent, and in 
making matches, buttons, needlework, 
embroidery, lace, woodwork, etc., an* 
perintended only by tho sisters. 


For work beyond their allotted task 


they are paid by scale—half the money 
being gives them at tho end of tho 
w«ek and half being placed to (heir 
credit until their form expires, when it 
la paid to cliiiui on

You have no 


doubt read of tho nine miles of blackaded 
freight ours containing supplies and equip- 
ment that lay for days and days near 
Tampa. Well, I found that our lighter 
uniforms, together wUh a lot of supplies, 
were in one of tho core in that nine mile 
string. I also found ost the number and 
markings of las cAr and its approximate 
location, but I wns assured that It coiild 
not be umoided mid we could not get the^ 
things of which wo stood 5n so much need 
until the blockade haU bee* raised and the 
car brought down to Tampa. Besides, a 
lot of red tape forma had nlso to be gono 
through with, which no one seemed to 
havo tis» or po^ser to attead to just than.

"All our pleas fa? expedition' were in 


Tain. It was out off the question, we were 
told, to shove things ahead in the least. 
We «Ten offered to find the car, take the 
things out ourselves and carry them in 
back loads to our camp, btrt it was no- use. 
The authorities in charge either could not 
or would not assist as fn the slightest, 
"So we decidod to act on our own ac- 


count. The first thing was to find the 
car. This wo did, thongh it involved a 
wearisome la-siap through the sand for 
miles and too examination of hundreds of 
cars and the using up of a whole day. We 
located the car, however, but it remained 
to got the things. It was locked, of course, 
ond sealed. More, like all the other cars 
in the mammoth blockade, it was protect- 
ed by armed guards, end thay declared 
they would shoot the flret man who tam- 
pered with the seal of any car. 


"Of course we couldn't blame tihem for 


this. They were put there to guard the 
cars, and they only did their plain duty in 
obeying orders. 
But we wanted the 


things, and we meant to have them. Wo 
gave np the attempt that day, however* 
though we returned to the attack in force 
the next, and this Is how we managed it: 


"Some of the men In our command ar» 


fearless, daredevil chaps. We got a sijuad 
of them together, *rmad, of course, ana 
marched them to the part of tho blockade 
where our car was stalled. It was easy to 
do this without exciting any apprehension. 
because soldiers on practice marches wer» 
to be seen everywhere. Besides TTO were 
able to keep pretty well out of sight in the 
woods through which the railroad rana for 
most of the way. 
"When we had reached the car, another 


demand was made on tha guards that we 
be allowed to take the things belonging to 
us. It was refused, of course. The bulk 
of our squad had in the meantime been 
kept out oi sight, but at the word every 
loan sprang into the open, his bayonet fii- 
ed and his gun at 'charge.'

It took us a mighty short time to break 
open that car and get our things, I assure 
you, part of our force doins the work 
while the others covered tho guards and 
kept a sharp lookout for interruptions. It 
was a risky thing to do, I'll admit, and 
might have resulted very unpleasantly, 
but it worked, and we have heard nothing 
about it since. I don't pretend to defend 
our action, but it was no more indefensi- 
ble than the slavish adherence of the au- 
thorities to red tape, no matter how much 
demoralization and waste resulted there- 
from. 
"How should the blame for the situa- 


tion be toed? Don't fix it. It was un- 
avoidable in all the circumstances per- 
haps, but it should surely teach the gov- 
ernment one of this war's most salutary 
lessons."

On Broderick Farm at Five Roads. 


First Trip of New Fire Horses. 


A baru on the J«rry Broderiok farm at 


the Five Roads was destroyed by fira late 
this forenoon. The cause is not definitely 
known, but the fire started near one of 
the hay mows, which contained a large 
quantity of hay, and was beyond control 
when discovered. 
Tha house, which 


stands very close to the barn, was saved 
with great difficulty. 
The loss was not 


large, as the barn was not new, little be- 
ing destroyed except the building, the 
hay, and a few fowls. 


The alarm was turned in from boz 18 


at the corner of East Main and Park 
avenue a few minutes aftor 11 o'clock. 
It was the first test of the new fire de- 
partment horses and the swinging har- 
nesses. 
Everything worked smoothly 


and the hose cart was on the street in less 
than two minutes from the first alarm, 
an excellent record for the first time, and 
the quickest ever made in this city. The 
horses bad to be brought from the barn 
back of the hoie house on State street, 
and the adjustments on the harnesses 
were not entirely completed, so that 
much satisfaction was expressed at the 
quickness of the record. 


The a'ew horses behaved very well for 


their first ran, but their initiation was a 
hard one, the run to box 18 up the Main 
street hill being the hardest one in the 
fire district. They did well, although on 
the hill there was n«thing to do but let 
them take it easily. 


The advantages of the new equipment 


were plain the instant the hose team ar- 
rived. The barn was blazing fiercely, and 
the house, whiqh stands within a few feet 
of one end, was badly scorched and al- 
most ready to bnrn. The firemen turned 
their first attention to the house, and af- 
ter putting that out of danger, were able 
to save one or two sheds on the end of 
the barn. A few minutes of delay in 
starting, such as was often the case before 
the horses were secured, would have 
probably prevented the saving of the 
house. 


The alarm was rung under control at 


11.65. but the firemen worked some time 
longer on the ruins and the pile of hay. 
The fire furnished exercise for a large 
proportion of the city's population, which 
panted and puffed cheerfully up ibe long 
hill. It was the first alarm iu the city 
since May 31.

Boston, June 28.—Last week is constfl- 


*!-ed the best of the season in many sec- 
tions of Massachusetts, Rhode Island 
and Connecticut; the sunshine caused 
rapid growth of crops and the 
fair 


weather fd.voied faim pursuits. 
Re- 


poitb liom the agents of the weather 
bureau 
t=how thttt haying is in ad- 


vance fiom a w«ek to 10 days. Hoeing 
is= a week to a fortnight late. The result 
cl hay making and hoemg coming at the 
same time is foulness from weeds and 
overworked farmers A want of rain is 
reported from all sections of Rhode 
Island. The same applies to Connecti- 
cut, except that an excess of morsture in 
the soil Is reported in some sections of 
New London county. In the larger por- 
tion of that state the drought is becom- 
ing- injurious; pastures aie browning- 
and strawberries are showing th& effects 
•of dry weather. The prospects of the 
district as a whole are fully up to tlia 
averag-e. 


Corn is improving in about all sections, 


but is Btil 1 backward. The sunshine and 
showers have improved the color, though 
(the cool tveather in northern sections 
has been unfavorable to rapid growth. 
Rye and oats are showing rust in western 
Massachusetts, and rust is also affecting- 
the oats in sections of Fairfield county 
Conn. As a whole the grain crop is 
promising-. 


The caterpillars have about ceased 


their ravages, but the apple crop m many 
sections has been destroyed. Mos 
damage was done in parts of Chittenden 
county, Vt. In Shelburn, which is lo- 
cated in an apple producing- district, the 
crop will be but a small percentage of 
that which was promised. The forest 
worm has wrought great damage to the 
sugar maples in sections of Windsor 
county, Vt. It is believed that the trees 
in many instances are permanently in- 
jured. The apple crop of the district 
will probably be an average one. The 
indications are favorable to a good sup- 
ply of pears, plums and cherries. The 
peach trees in Connecticut show plenty 
ot fruit. 


Field and garden vegetables have, as a 


rule, made good progress. The potato 
crop in all sections is very promising 
and seems unusually free from injurious 
insects. The early crop is blooming In 
northern sections, and in southern por- 
tions the new potatoes are nearly ready 
for market. Asparagus is still being cut 
in Massachusetts. Garden truck gen- 
erally is in excellent condition and very 
plentiful. 


The strawberry crop is especially 


abundant. In some sections the market 
is reported overstocked. The fruit is 
very fine Ui quality. Blackberries, rasp- 
berries and wild berries promise a larg-e 
yield. 


Some setting of tobacco has been done 


during the week In western Massachu- 
setts. The plants are reported back- 
ward and small in some sections, as the 
weather has been too cool for rapid 
growth.

where our passengers went oshore, as did 
those of the William J?enn. Tho passen- 
gers of the Henry Clay and Pioneer landed 
on the American aide. Yale's Landing 
was three mflea above the falls, and the 
crowds ol people were taken from there on 
dowa the fiver in wagons of all kinds. 
The hour fli^ad iff towing the Michigan 
from Tale's Landing to the rapids was 8 
in the afternoon. 
"This task, an extremely hazardous one, 


was intrusted to the oldest sailor on the 
lafce, Captain Bough. 
AVith a yawlboat 


and five etuidy oarsmen the old captain 
got the schooner under way. tfhjey towed 
her to within a quarter of a mile of the 
first rapid's and within h&lf a mile of the 
tremendous precipice itself—as near as 
they dared approach. They cut the big 
vessel adrift, and she passed majestically 
on, while the oarsmen of the yawl had to 
bend their every nerve and mtiscle to re- 
move themselves from the peril of being 
drawn down by the rushing waters. 
In- 


deed, such had been the fear and appre- 
hension of the men that they mutinied 
against Captain Bough acd cut the tow- 
line before the time he had set. If they 
had obeyed the reckless old captain, he, 
the yawl and its crew would have preceded 
the Michigan aVer the falls. 


"The high groufids on both shores of 


the river w^ete lined with people as the 
Mlqhigab, tingutded by human agency, 
approached, head on, the first rapid of the 
seething descent, apparently keeping the 
Yeryodurse that a skillful navigator would 
have guided het in. The American ensign 
streamed |rom her bowsprit and the Brit- 
ish jack floated at h«r stem. The vsssel 
shot tto flril rapid unhurt, still head on, 
making a plunge, shipping a sea and ris- 
ing from W lit beautiful style. In her de- 
scent of -the second tapid, the water mo- 
mentarily increasing in velocity and tu- 
mult, her towering masts went by the 
board, giving the spectators a startling 
representation of the crashing of a vessel's 
spttrs in a shipwreck at sea. She swung 
around and presented her broadside to the 
dashing and foaming water, and, after re- 
maining, as it seemed, stationary for a 
moment, swung around until she was 
headed u£ stream. Passing the third 
rapid she bilged, but carried her hull to 
all appearances whole as phe tossed and 
groaned between Grass island and the 
Brftilh ihore to the Horseshoe fall, over 
which she Was drawn stern foremost and 
hurled into the thundering abyss. She 
was dashed to fragments before she struck 
In the soothing waters below. Immediate- 
ly after she went over hundreds of people 
hurried below the fall*. Tlie river was 
covered with fragments- Of the Teasel. No- 
where could be found as much as two 
boards nailed together, and her great tim- 
i were broken into bits like firewood. 
'There were aboard the Michigan when 


she started on her trip toward the falls a 
wild bull buffalo froui a western prairie, 
two bears from the Lako Supwrlor regions, 
two foies, a raccoon, a dog, a, cat and four 
geeese. 
\V~b.on the vessel left Yale's land- 


ing in tow, all these were let loose on the 
deck esoept the buffalo. He was inclosed 
in a ^fen. Ths two bears got enough of 
tho trip when the vessel began the descent 
of the first rapki, and they climbed down 
the side next the. Canada shore, plunged 
Into the swift water, brefcsted its powerful 
sweep successfully and reached the shore. 
They were so exhausted when thfty got on 
land that thsy made no resistance to being 
captured. The bears, before they aban- 
doned the ship, climbed the masts of the 
vessel and, as if was presumed, from that 
outlook saw what their finish woxUd be 
anyhow and then, determined to take the 
chance* of getting to land, slim as tbey 
were. The raccoon ran up a mast and re- 
mained there Until Che mast fell. Be was 
never seen again. The foxes ran frantic- 
ally up and down th* deck atod went over 
with the schooner, as did tits buffalo bull 
and the geese. Not a trace of foxes or 
buffalo was ever found. Two ef the geese 
swam ashore naif a mile below the fall*. 
The other two met the fate of the buffalo 
aud the foxes."—New York Sun.

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AN ANGLO-AMERICAN 


ALLIANCE OP HEARTS, 


How tfie Desired Pofiticaf Consummation Is Being 


Hastened &y tfie Hacfiinations of Tfiat

The Hon. Joseph Chamberlain's advo- 


cacy of an Anglo-American alliance Is 
scarcely a matter of surprise to those 
who know the distinguished statesman. 
The influence of his young and beauti- 
ful wife, who was an American girl of 
the most sternly patriotic mold, is well 
known in London. 
She 15 an Endi- 


cott, daughter of ex-Secretary of War 
William C. Endicott and a descendant 
of stern old Governor John Endicott of 
Puritan New England days. It is a 
family that in spite of the turns of for- 
tune's wheel has always managed to re- 
tain wealth and social supremacy. Mrs. 
Chamberlain has a large fortune in- 
vested in this country, and Mr. Cham- 
berlain is also said to have purchased 
valuable interests both at the time of 
his visit to America when he met his 
wife, in 18S7, and later when he came 
over in regard to the Venezuela dispute. 


No American woman residing on 


Yankee soil is more devoted to her na- 
tive land than is the wife of the great 
English statesman. With his intensely 
democratic ideas Mr. Chamberlain has 
always been an admirer of this great 
republic. The cordial reception given 
him by the press and public on those 
occasions when he has visited this 
country could but increase his cordiali- 
ty toward the American people. 


His own career is strongly similar to 


that of many American men. He is by 
birth a man of the people, for, as he 
himself says, his grandfather was a 
Wiltshire laborer who worked for 7 shil- 
lings a week. His father was a manu- 
facturer of wooden screws, and to his 
business the son succeeded. At 38 he 
retired an independently wealthy man 
and devoted himself to gratifying his 
ambition for political power. He en- 
tered politics when about 32 years of 
a.g-e and as one of the officials of his 
native city, Birmingham, placed it on 
.he road to becoming one of the richest 
municipalities in the world. He has 
always proclaimed himself the friend 
if the poor man and the workinginan. 
He was a friend of and pronounced the 
funeral oration of the great commoner, 
the Hon. John Bright, also of Birming- 
ham. 


Once the friend of Mr. Gladstone and 


one of the leaders of the Liberals, he 
left the party with his adherents at the 
time home rule was taken up by it. 
From the most radical of Liberalists 
he became the most pronounced of 
Tories, so much so that Queen Vic- 
toria and the royal family regard him 
as one of the bulwarks of imperialism. 
He is cm the most friendly terms with. 
the queen, and he and his wife are often 
asked to dine at Windsor castle, an 
honor coveted by peers of the realm. 


If he were prime minister of Eng- 


land, and it is acknowledged that the 
premiership is the object of his am- 
bitions, it is probable the queen would 
be greatly pleased. Under Lord Salis- 
bury's 
government Mr. Chamberlain 


holds the position of secretary of state 
for the colonies. His stated object is 
the cementing of the bonds of Eng- 
land's dependencies, the extension of 
colonial trade and commercial alliances 
and the demonstration of the statement 
that "blood is thicker than water." In 
line with this policy is his speech in 
favor of a union of the two great na- 
tions of Anglo-Saxon origin. No wo- 
man in England probably exercises so 
great an influence on English politics as 
does Mrs. Chamberlain through the in- 
strumentality of her famous husband. 


London society is now said to be 


largely in the hands of American wo- 
men of wealth who have married into 
the oldest and noblest families of Eng- 
land. To select from among these beau- 
tiful and titled women the ones who 
have or may have most to do with 
bringing about an alliance between 
England and America would be a very 
difficult matter. 


The daughter of Mr. W. K. Vander- 


bilt of New York probably represents 
the most conspicuous title in England. 
She is the present Duchess of Marlbor- 
ough, the first holder of that title hav- 
ing been the famous Sarah Jennings 
noted for her beauty,.her wit and her 
bad temper. Sarah Jennings was one 
of the cleverest women of her time and 
was practically the ruler of England 
through Queen Anne, as she was of her 
big, handsome, good natured husband, 
John Churchill, -who won the battle of 
Blenheim. 


Since the days of John Churchill and 


Barah Jennings there have not been any 
Marlboroughs who amounted to much 
and the presentation of Blenheim castle 
to the family by the English govern- 
ment as a mark of its appreciation of 
Cuuiiuiu t, victories proved to be a ver- 
itable hoorloo, for the fortunes of the 
Marlboroughs have been dissipated in 
keeping up this magnificent establish- 
ment, whifh in splendor eclipses some 
of the royal castles of England. The last 
Duke of Marlborough, who was divorced 
from his first wjfe, Lady Blandford 
daughter of the Duke of Abercorn and 
m. very estimable lady, while on a visit 
to America married Mrs. Hameraley, 
a rich widow, who knew pretty well 
how to take care of her money. 


This lady took considerable Interest 


In the historic castle, but while Duchess 


of Marlborough she had little chance to 
shine in English society, as the queen, 
owing to her friendship for Lady Bland- 
ford, refused to receive her at court. 
On the death of the duke she married 
Lord William Beresford, one of the 
most gallant soldiers of England, and 
since then has possessed greater influ- 
ence and a better social position. 


The young Duke of Marlborough 


promises to be a credit to his house, re- 
sembling as he does his mother's fam- 
ily, that of the Duke of Abercorn, one 
of the oldest and proudest in Scottish 
history. Consuelo, the young American 
girl who is the present Duchess of Marl- 
borough, is probably the best connected 
woman in England outside the royal 
family. Her husband is on his mothers 
side closely related to the Duke of 
Abercorn, the Duchess of Buccleuch, 
the Marquis of Lansdowne, the Earl of 
Durham, the Earl of Lichfield and the 
Earl of Mount Edgecombe, while on his 
father's side he may claim kinship with 
the Duchess of Roxburgh, Lady Ran- 
dolph Churchill and the Marchioness of 
Tweeddale, who as Lady Fanny Majori- 
banks was accounted the cleverest wo- 
man in London and whose husband is 
now an important factor in the govern- 
ment. 


The Duchess of Marlborough has a 


large fortune invested in 
America. 


The Duke of Marlborough is said to 
have very strong political ambitions, in 
which his wife encourages him. She is 
a member of the famous 
Primrose 


league, 
of 
which 
Lady 
Randolph 


Churchill, another American woman 
(she was Miss Jennie Jerome) Is one of 
the leaders. 


The wife of the Hon. George N. Cur- 


zon, undersecretary of state for foreign 
affairs, is the sister of Joseph Leiter, 
the young man who has just been mak- 
ing himself conspicuous by helping to 
raise the price of flour. Mrs. Curzon is 
young, beautiful and a great favorite in 
London. She, too, takes a great inter- 
est in English politics, but has never 
forgotten or ceased to follow the affairs 
of her native land. If the millions which 
her father, the great Chicago dry goods 
merchant, painfully accumulated in a 
life of trade and which her brother Jo- 
seph lately augmented by speculating 
in wheat, will be safer under an Anglo- 
American alliance, it is certain Mrs. 
Curzon is aware of it and spends a good 
deal of her 5 o'clock tea time in con- 
verting the statesmen of England to her 
views. 


Lady Terence Blackwood was a Miss 


Davis of California before she allied 
nerself with the family of the great 
Marquis of Dufferin. Her husband boars 
the courtesy title of Lord Terence, al- 
though his elder brother, the Earl of 
Ava, is the heir to the title. The Black- 
woods have always been noted for brain 
and beauty, and Lady Terence, al- 
though only a Blackwood by marriage, 
is said to do her share toward uphold- 
ing the family record. The Earl of Duf- 
ferin is a statesman of the old school 
and served ably as lord lieutenant of 
Ireland and later as governor general 
of Canada. As an advocate of an An- 
glo-American 
alliance 
his 
influence 


would be great. 


There are scores of other American 


girls married to Englishmen who are 
anxious to cement the bonds of friend- 
ship between their mother country and 
the land of their adoption. The present 
Countess of Craven is a daughter of 
Mrs. Bradley Martin of New York, \v hile 
the Countess of Essex, as Miss Adele 
Grant, was one of the belles of New 
York and Newport. Besides these are 
Lady Grey-Egerton, the London society 
beauty who was Miss Cuyler; Lady 
Naylor-Leyland and Lady Hesketh. 


Nor must the Duchess of Manchester 


be forgotten, although her part in Lon- 
don society has been a small one owing 
to the limited income of the family. She 
is a southern woman, a daughter of 
Senor Yznaga of Ravenswood, La. The 
eldest son of the duchess has just an- 
nounced his engagement to Miss Joan 
Wilson, a daughter of the rich English 
ship builder and owner. Lady Lister- 
Kaye and Mrs. Jack Spencer are her 
sisters.

MAIL ROUTE MATTERS SETTLED. 


Agent Whitman Makes New Contracts 


and Avoids Complications. 


The troubles in connections with the 


Williamstown 
and 
Pittsfield 
mall 


route, which have been set forth from 
time to time in this paper, have been 
satisfactorily adjusted by Agent Whit- 
man, 
of Iowa, who arrived in Wil- 


liamstown a few dayy after W. J. 
Metcalf gave up the route because it 
did not pay. The contract that Mr. 
Metoalf had has been divided into 
three.one calling for carrying the mail 
between Lanesboro and Pittsfield once 
a day from June 1 to October 1, an- 
other for a similar service between 
Williamstown and South Williams- 
town during the same months, while 
the third provides for one mail be- 
tween Williamstov.-n 
and Pittsfield 


every week day in the year. 


The Lanesboro and Pittsfield con- 


tract was let a few days ago to P. Mc- 
Dermott, of Pittsfield, who -s paid $1C 
a month, and on Monday Agent Whit- 
man 
let f the other two 
contracts. 


George Maynard, of South Williams- 
town 
takes the 
Williamstown and 


South Williamstown contract, getting 
$50 for the three months remaining of 
this season's work. 
The through 


route has been taken by Mr. Metcalf, 
who states that he did not want it, 
but took it to protect his bondsman, 
John E. Lamb. 


The bond originally given is still in 


force, with the exception that Mr.Met- 
calf is relieved of the two short four- 
months run. The amount received by 
Mr. Metcalf under his new contract is 
not stated. He says there is no pass- 
enger business in the route to amount 
to anything, and that instead of run- 
ning a stage he will carry the mail in 
a buggy. 
He will begin his work 
July 1. 


When Mr. Metcalf abandoned his 


contract there appeared to be possi- 
bilities of serious legal complications, 
as both Mr. Metcalf and Mr. Lamb 
declared they did not know at the time 
the bond -n-as signed that it was a 
bond, but suposed it to be only a 
recommendation.
